BRITISH, AMERICAN 
FIRMS ARE STONED 


Cairo, Egypt, Oct. 10 — JP — A 


wild crowd armed with stones and 
clubs surged through the down- 
town streets of Cairo today, at- 
tacking western business houses in 
a frenzy of anti-foreign rioting. 


The outbreak sprang from Prime 


Minister 
Mustapha 
El 
Nahas 


Pasha's denunciation of the Anglo- 
Egyptian treaty and his bid to 
chase all British troops off Egyp- 
tian soiL 
, The rest of the Arab world 
meanwhile joined Egypt In full 
support behind his plans to drive 
Britain out of its Suez Canal en- 
campments and the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian Sudan. 


They also stoned and attempted 


to storm the big Immobilia build- 
ings in the heart of Cairo. The 
two buildings, constructed around 
an open court, house a number of 
American and British business of- 
fices. 


The assault against the Immo- 


bilia buildings was touched off by 
someone who threw a firecracker 
or some other explosive from an 
Immobilia balcony Into a crowd 
of demonstrators marching1 In or- 
derly fashion below. 


No one was injured by the ex- 


plosive but its loud roar infuriated 
the crowd. 


It swarmed Into the courtyard, 


heaving stones. 
Several 
men 


wielding clubs attempted to force 
an entrance. 
They failed to get 


In and the crowd of several hun- 
dred dispersed.

FISH BEDS DAMAGED 


BY RECENT DROUGHTS 


Harrisburg, Oct 
10—JP—The 


recent lack of rain has caused ex- 
tensive damage to Pennsylvania's 
fish streams, the State Fish Com- 
mission says. 


"In some areas streams are re- 


duced to mere trickles while in a 
few cases entire streams are dry," 
said C. A. French, executive di- 
rector of- the commission. 


He made the statement yester- 


day after completing a tour of the 
streams in the northern counties 
of the state. 


French cited findings by Fish 


Commission biologists and fish 
wardens that not only fish but the 
small organisms feeding them at 
the bottom of the streams have 
been effected. 


"Fall and spring rains will prob- 


ably restore these streams," he 
said, "but the loss of the fish- 
food organisms Is serious as the 
cycle of development of this aqua- 
tic life is relatively slow and It 
will take time to replace this de- 
pleted food crop."

near Panmunjom for resuming Ko- 
rean truce talks. 


The spot is six air miles south- 


east of Kaesqng where cease-fire 
negotiations 
first 
began three 


months ago today. 
The talks 


were broken off by the Reds Au- 
gust 23. 


Another meeting of Allied and 


Red liaison officers at Panmun- 
jom was scheduled for 10 a. m. to- 
morrow. 


There was no immediate an- 


nouncement of when the armistice 
delegations would re-open their 
talks—or even whether the time 
had been set. 


Preparations for a meeting of 


the full delegations were pressed 
rapidly. The United Nations truce 
team assembled in Korea. Allied 
service personnel went to Kae- 
song to move equipment left there 
to the new site. 


Everything indicated the U. N. 


.command expected an early re- 
sumption of full-scale efforts to 
end the shooting in Korea, 


Wednesday's burst of activity 


started with Communist accep- 
tance of Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way's proposal that liaison officers 
meet at Panmunjom to arrange for 
renewal of negotiations. 


The Reds' note of acceptance 


was delivered at 8 a. m. at Pan- 
munjom. Two hours later six liai- 
son officers began their conference. 
, .IPhey-inet *or^two -hours and. 25 
minutes, "in that time they walked 
half a mile southeast to a bridge 
where they spent half an hour 
taking notes. 


They mapped an open air site 


near the bridge. The choice of li- 
aison officers is a recommendation 
which must be approved by higher 
echelons of both commands. 


The spot is some eight miles 


by road southeast of Kaesong and 
13 road miles northwest of Mun- 
san, United Nations Command ad- 
vance headquarters.

were laid to rest with military 
honors near the tiny farming com- 
munity of Sandtown, where they 
were reared. 


The brothers were killed in ac- 


tion with the First Cavalry Di- 
vision in Korea last March.

may be the first Instance in the 
Korean conflict 
in which two 


brothers were killed in the same 
action.

S. infantrymen on a surprise at- 
tack today that smashed eight 
miles through Chinese lines in east- 
ern Korea.

of the Heartbreak Ridge fighting." 


Green Chinese troops turned and 


ran in the face of the armored 
thrust. 
i The surprise drive carried 
the 


raMing Americans past Mundung, 
23 miles north of the 38th paral- 
lel and two miles west of Heart- 
break Ridge. 


The raiders sent the Chines* 


"running- in all directions." 


Elsewhere on the front Ameri- 


cans fought fierce 1,000-man Red 
counterattacks and hacked 
otit 


small gains of their own In 
two 


sectors. 


The tank-infantry task force re- 


turned to its own lines by night- 
fall after slashing up a valley olong- 
side Heartbreak Ridge. It caught 
green Chinese troops by surprise 
as the Reds moved into the front 
.to relieve North Koreans. 


"This is very good medicine to 


welcome them to the front," said 
Gen. James A. Van Fleet, U. N. 
ground commander. "I hope It will 
be the end of the Heartbreak 
Ridge fighting.". 


The "tanks rumbled up a river 


bed trail prepared In advance by 
American engineers. A full regi- 
ment of infantrymen—about 3,760 
men and officers —.flanked the 
tanks.

FOUR 
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ANYWAY. LETS NOT TREMBLE 


When the White House announcement of the 


first Russian atomic explosion was made two years 
ago, it was greeted with some skepticism. 


There were those who doubted we could tell at 


this distance whether or not the Russians had ex- 
ploded anything involving atomic energy. 
Others 


felt that if there had been an explosion it might have 
been accidental. 


Many months later, when the story of our detec- 


tion methods finally was told, it became clear that 
the skepticism was unwarranted. 
The techniques 


employed by top U. S. scientists in detecting atomic 
activity anywhere on the earth are regarded as virtu- 
ally foolproof. 
They felt, their 1949 tests were 


conclusive. 
{ 
The scientists had neatly disposed of the "ac- 


cidental explosion" theory right from the start. They 
had staked their reputations on the statement that 
"if this (Russian) explosion was not an atomic 
bomb, then none of us can conceive what it might 
have been." 


Now the White House has announced a second 


Soviet atomic burst. Again, we must accept their 
carefully compiled evidence as convincing. The ques- 
tion this time is: What light does it shed on the 
present status of Russia's A-bomb program? 


Though the information gained from spies like 


Klaus, ^Fuchs enabled the Communists to build a 
bomb "much sooner than expected, it is unlikely they 
were equipped either technically or to materials to 
match American progress in this field. Most guesses 
are that they have .been "making about 25 to 30 
conventional A-bombs a year since 1949. 


The new explosion has led to the immediate con- 


clusion, however, that sufficient advances have now 
been,made to allow the Soviet technicians to branch 
out into more specialized uses of atomic energy. In 
other words, there is a feeling this means Russia, 
like the U. S., is beginning to supply atomic force 
to tactical weapons and perhaps guided missiles. 


This may very well be a correct conclusion. Cer- 


tainly we cannot assume that we alone are capable 
of atomic progress. There is nothing terribly myster- 
ious about elements of the atomic bomb. 


Of course, it is not beyond the realm of possibility 


that Russia has exploded a second conventional A- 
bomb simply for its propaganda value—knowing that 
this would give rise immediately to a reassessment 
by the free world of its whole defensive position, 
knowing that the results might be resurgence of tim- 
;dity in the less firm-minded Western countries. 


Yet the safer judgment is to assume the Soviet 


Union has really reached the point where it can ex- 
periment with advanced atomic weapons. Even if we 
accept that, there is no need for tremors of fear. 
Everything indicates we are still far ahead of Russia 
in atomic weapons both as to quantity and as to 
quality and variety. One more explosion on the 
dreary steppes of Russia cannot alter that advan- 
tageous situation.

Warren county's hills are a blaze of color, it is

But far away, and 
yet not too far away to touch the daily lives of each 
one of us, the status of the Korean truce talks still 
lies shrouded in the fog of unknown Communist 
purposes. 


Yet there is nothing unclear about the bloody fight 


that has raged for weeks up and down the slopes 
of Heartbreak Ridge in North Korea. 


There American and French soldiers are fighting 


and dying as they have done throughout this 
shambles of a war. G. I.'s are exhibiting the tenacity 
and the hard competence that stamps U. S. forces 
in Korea as the most professional army this country 
has ever fielded. 


No one can yet foresee the final outcome. 
But 


this much is certain: while these men fight, holding 
their ground or inching forward, they deny to com- 
munism the longed-for fruits of aggression. 


Let it not be said, then, that any conflict which 


does this much is a "useless" war. And let no one 
at home in Warren county or any other place in the 
United States, thousands of miles from the sound of 
shot and shell, complain that he is "tired pf the 
Korean war." 


To the Marines and the Army men on Heart- 


break Ridge, this attitude is frail support. Until 
thpse boys have gained their well-earned rest, it is 
unbecoming for any comfortably placed home- 
body., to advertise his weariness over the whole

I— (NEA)—Canadian Prime Minister Louis St. Lau-. 


rent's proposal that his government alone build the St Lawrence 
River seaway has done more to stimulate American interest in this 
project than anything yet. The feeling is_that if this is a good thing for 
Canada, the United States Ehculd be in on it. 
There is small chance that Anything will happen in a hurry. Con- 
gress is too anxious to go home. But the new bill introduced in the 
House by Minnesota Democrat .John Blatnik \vill be high priority un- 
finished business when the lawmakers return, in January.- The Blatnik 
'bill would authorize joint Canadian-American* construction of the $818 
million project. About $300 million would be for locks and ship 
channel around the St. Lawrence rapids, the rest for power. . 
There is no question about Canadian ability to finance this under* 
taking alone. The Canadian government has a $500 million surplus 
which -could be utilized on the ship channel. Ontario's Hydroelectric 
Commission could easily finance the power development. 


A Canadian Crown corporation could also be formed to handle 


financing of both projects. It has been estimated that ship tolls would 
more than pay for $20 million annual maintenance charges, liquidat- 
ing .the entire capital investment in a 50-year'period. 
pOWER development is also self-liquidating. With defense produe- 


tion requiring a 40 per cent expansion of American electric power 
development in the n'ext three years, every kilowatt counts. If the 
Federal government isn't authorized to take pert in the St. Lawrence 
Jevelopment, Ontario Hydro and New York State Power Authority 
can do it jointly. This was the plan which Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
oroposed last year, but Federal Power Commission turned it down in 
December. 


The U. S. Congress has one more chance to bring the American gov- 


ernment in on the act. The St. Lawrence project has been kicking 
around since 1921. The Canadian-Ansricari tre-ty on the project, 
negotiated in President Herbert Hoover's term, was signed in 1932. It 
has been awaiting ratification ever since. 
In tracing the record of defeats, opposition to the St. Lawrence 


project is seen to come from three principal sources. First and most 
powerful of the opponents are the three big eastern railroads—New 
York Central, Pennsylvania and Baltimore w Ohio. Through their 
connecting lines, this influence has been trecad to opposition which 
comes from southern and western railroads. 
OAILROAD opposition has not been applied so much through direct 


*• Washington lobbying as through indirect pressure on local cham- 


bers of commerce, conferences of shippers, and industries which'depend 
on railroad support. 
In tracing various congressional committee votes on St. Lawrence 


legislation, it has been found that most of the votes against the enemy 
come from districts where there are major railroading interests. 


Chicago Association of Commerce stood on the sidelines of the dis- 


pute for many years, though many Chicago banking, industrial and 
shipping leaders have been for it. But a committee on, transportation 
made up of railroad men in the organization has consistently been able 
to impose the railroad view m the association's policy statements. 


Railroad opposition has also been reflected in policy statements of 
the Railway Labor Brotherhoods and John L. Lewis's United Mine 
Workers. The argument advanced here is that tha St. Lawrence sea- 
way would take jobs away from railroad workers and coal miners. 


Finally, Boston, New York and other eastern seaboard port author- 
ities, dependent on railroads for most of their freight traffic, have 
taken-a stand against possible competition from the seaway. 
Until ail'this potent opposition can_be overcome, the St. Lav/rence 


project doesn't stand much chance of getting anywhere.

Jammed the Second avenue section 
between Market and Liberty street 
yeeterday to watch a convincing 
demonstration of the distance re- 
quired to stop a car traveling 20 


30 miles per hour. 


The demonstration was conduct- 


ed by representatives of the driver 
training education division of the 
Atlantic Refining Company. 


Student drivers were at 
the 


wheel of the car for the tests, 
Which showed the distance the car 
traveled during reaction time to a 
signal to stop, the distance the car 
traveled after first application of 
the brake, and the total braking 
distance. 


Girls were chosen from driving 


teata laat week to operate the car 


during the demonstration of stop- 
ping distance required at 20 miles 
per hour. Results were as follows: 


Geraldine Aquist, daughter of 


Mr. and Mrs. Alan J. Aquist of 
2 Cottage Place: reaction distance, 
12 ft. 8 in.; braking distance, 19 
ft., 5 in.; total stopping distance, 
32 ft. 1 in. 


Nancy Valentine, daughter of 


Mrs. Ellen Valentine, Cobham Park 
road: reaction distance, 13 ft. l in • 
braking distance, 22 ft. 2 m.; to- 
tal stopping distance, 393 ft. 2 in. 


Both girls were under the na- 


tional average of 37 ft., compiled 
during the extensive Atlantic Re- 
fining tests. 


Two boys were picked for the 


tests at 30 miles per hour. Results 
were: 


Gail Ledebur, son of Mr. and 


Mrs. H. W. Ledebur, 103 Church 
street, North Warren: reaction 
distance, 18 ft. 6 in.; braking dis- 
tance, 38 ft.; total stopping dis- 
tance, 56 ft. Gail was under the 
national average of 65 feet.

Mrs. A. T. Burgeson, 11 Wllley 
street: reaction distance, 20 ft. 
8 in.; braking distance, 54 ft. 3 
in.; total stopping distance, 75 ft. 
1 in. 


At an assembly in the high 


school auditorium following 
the 


demonstration, Ralph Thomas, of 
the Atlantic traffic safety depart- 
ment, pointed out that the testa 
were conducted under Ideal condi- 
tions, and that each driver had 
been informed of what he waa to 


do, and that 
these 
conditions 


would not prevail under normal 
driving in traffic. 


He emphasized that when the 


tail light shows on the car ahead, 
that motorist is already at the 
point of braking, while the driver 
behind still has to travel the full 
reaction distance and the actual 
stopping distance. 


Thomas also pointed out that the 


distance needed to stop a car at 
40 miles an hour is not twice that 
required at 20 miles per hour but 
is four times greater.
